Raxy is a conspii^^-^nlnded, bright person of the right extre me. She also was probably 
the major source for Tony Summers, of whose work * have nothing good to day. U do 
not have Eddowes nonsense so I can't use it for a search.) 

I have a p re t ty clear recollection of the Profumo affair. 

The nuts have been wild with theories about Oeboree/Bowon but none of them make 


any sense at all. 

Whatever toe telegram reports, it mates no sense at all to believe that the news of 
too JFK assassination would have been available at the USRmb fiastor than by wire ser- 
vice, which certainly the ^mbridge paper had, or faster then it would have been on toe 
air. Yqu do not suggest that there was any suggestion that the embassy would have been 
able to tell the reporter what was not already available to him. 

The probable source of the telegram is CIA disclosure under FOIA, including to me. 

Of course also others. Getting more from the CIA does not appear to be likely. It has 
been stalling further disclosures for about four years. However, the possibilities 
might bo better at State. Again, I think Mary is probably the best source on its source 
and whether or not other pertinent records are available. 

While I have no way of evaluating the Mcrlella Dibben/Caoes story, I have diffi- 
culty crediting too part that allegedly pertained to JFK.

I f n not saying that there are no such oocrets or thrt lie did not work 
sur.iotldhg out with oonc Secret Service people, but if he did they have been solidly 
dependable because none wont public. 

If jrou have a good Hot Yoik source you can get the prosecution and the cliarges 
chjokod out.

This Is not the first instance of soneono claiming that what he or she wan involved 
in WQ 3 connected with toe JFK assassination, but I don t recall ary that uaa truthful. 

Hy hunch that this one ia not factual.
